THE REEK-—ANDERSON MATTER. 


The Eureka Sentine! reproduces tLe 
interview a GazeTre reported had 
with Mrs. Anderson, the widow of the 
late James E. Anderson, editor of the 
Leader, “not from choice, but because 
it is quoted by the Territorial Enter- 
prise, and used by that paper with 
editorial comments to maintain the 
position which it started out to estab- 
lish; that is, that the preliminary ex- 
amination in the Anderson-Reek 
shooting affair was but a mockery of 
justice,” and adds: “We accept the 
report as correct, presuming, of 
course, that Mr. Fulton, editor of the 
Reno Gazetre, would not color the 
statement which it contains with the 
bias that his paper, along with the 
Enterprise, has shown in the discus- 
sion of this case.” 

The Gazetre, far from showing any 
bias, has had but very little to say on 
the subject, one way or the other. | 
We have always been of the opinion, 
however, that Mr. Reek was the agres- 
sor in the first instance when he en- 
dorsed the grussly insulting card writ- 
ten by his father-in-law. We have 
held to the opinion that the Sentinel 
was, to say the least, very indiscreet 
when it published it. The first visit 
Reek made to Eureka after his card 
had appeared ip print, was the day of 
the shooting. Just before the shoot- 
ing he was on the sidewalk talking 
with Thomas Da‘e, wiih his hand in 
his pocket, grasping the handle of a 
deadly weapon. If Mr. Reek did not 
intend mischief why did he go to 
Eureka armed witha pistol? School- 
masters, as a general thing, do not 
carry six-shooters when living in a 
civilized country. Mr. Reek, how- 
ever, seems to be an exception to the 
rule. He leaves his schoolroom at 
Ruby Hill and goes to Eureka. What 
for? While engaged in conversation 
with Thomas Dale he observes Mr. 


Anderson on the opposite side of the | 


street. He (Reek) had ample time to 
get out of harm’s way if he thought 
there was anythiog to tear from iect- 
ing ®*Andereon. Instead of walking 
away, however, he said to Dale: ‘‘Here 
comes Anderson,” at the same time 
grasping Dale by the neck and pulling 
his hands from his pockets. The evi- 
dence shows that Reek shot at least 
five times; it also shows that Ander- 
son was killed. Reek was “examined” 
before a Justice of the Peace and dis- 
charged, or, as the Sentinel puts it, 
was “duly vindicated by the ordinary 
course of justice.” Theie is no dis- 
putiog the fact that Anderson was 
killed, and that Reek was his slayer. 
There is no disputing the fact that the 
taking of human life is in violation of 
tho laws of the State unless done in 
self-defence, and the books say what 
constitutes self-defence or justifiable 
homicide. 

The right to take an assailant’s life 
is only to be exercised when no other 
means of escape are open. When a 
man expects to be attacked, the right 
of self-defense does not arise until he 
has done everything to avoid the né- 
cessity of ‘using it; or, 1p other words, 
ove must pot have brought upon hinm- 
self the necessity which he sets ur in 
his own defense. A man must get 
away, if possible, and when he cannot 
go apy farther, and is still pursued, 
and as a reasonable man, knows, or has 
good reasons for thinking, his life to 
be in danger, then, and not until then, 
is he justified in taking the life of a 
human being. There was nothing in- 
troduced in evidence at the Reek ‘‘ex- 
amination” to show that Mr. Reek at- 
tempted to avoid trouble. On the 
contrary, he fired five shots from his 
pistol, and had wounded Anderson to 
death before he started, or showed any 
disposition to avoid a meeting. Tak- 
ing all the circumstances into consid- 
eration, that Reek, following the voca- 
tion of a teacher in the public school, 
going to Eureka armed with a pistol 
Anderson’s approach instead of avoii- 
ing & meeting, after the publication of 
seem to have warranted a rigid exami- 
unfortunate affray. Mrs. Anderson’s

testimony might have been of very 
material importance had she been put 
upon the stand; but her testimony was 
not taken at all. The preliminary ex- 
amination seems to have been con- 
ducted with the sole object of proving 
that Anderson was the aggressor and 
fired the first shot, and so long as that 
was proven it was enough to satisfy 
Justice Harmon that no offense had 
been committed and that Reek should 
be vindicated with the blood of his 
victim still dripping from his hands, 
as it were. If Justice Harmon was 
satisfied, there was nothing more to say. 

Hon. W. H. Davenport, tke Dis- 
trict Attorney, publishes a card in the 
Sentinel in which he says: 


“‘T may be unfortunate in not being 
able to hunt up testimony which 
would justify me in insisting that Reek 
should stand his trial for the killing 
of James E. Aaderson, but [ am not 
conscieus of any dereliction of duty, 
or lack of zeal, or diligence, in pre- 
senting all the testimony obtatinable 
and which was pertinent to the case. 
Not one of the witnesses to whom the 
Enterprise has referred as important, 
and who should have been called can 
testify to anything (if their several 
statements to me are to be believed) 
which would shed any light upon the 
commencement of the affray between 
Anderson and Reek.”’ 


He says not one of the witnesses re- 
ferred to by the Enterprise can testify 
to anything which would shed any 
light upon the commencement of the 
affray. If the witness referred to 
could “‘shed any light” or even cor- 
roborate the testimony of other wit- 
nesses, they should have been sum- 
moned, and their testimony taken 
Mr. Davenport's card says further: 


“Tt would not be proper, I appre- 
hend, for me to analyze the testimony 
already given, or to intimate what fur- 
ther evidence will be produced, be- 
cause the Grand Jury will unodoubt- 
edly investigate the matter, when all 
that can be said on either side, in the 
shape of legitimate evidence, will be 
presented.” 


If all the evidence touching the 
painful subject had been presented 
and properly analyzed at Reek’s pre- 
liminary examination, we imagine that 
Mr. Reek would not have been ‘‘vin- 
dicated by the ordinary course of jus- 
tice.”

EASTERN DISPATCHES. 


The Nicaragua Canali. 
Wasuixaron, Nov. 24. 

Advocates of the proposed Nicaragua 
canal will spare no effort to secure the 
passage of their bill at the coming 
session of Congress, and supporters of 
the Eades ship railway will do all they 
can in behalf of their project. A bill 
for the construction of the Nicaragua 
canal was favorably reported from the 


House Committee onForeign Affairs 
by Mr. Kasson a few days before the 
close of the last session. Bloust of 
Georgia has now sent to the clerk of 
that committee a minority report. 
He especially objects to the proposed 
guarantee by the United States of 3 
per cent. per annum upon $75,000,000 
in canal bonds for 20 years. This is 
one of the provisions of the majority 
bill. Perry Belmont has been here 
examining treaties and other matters 
relating to the subject, and it is said 
that he may sign Blount’s minority 
report. Kasson, one of the ablest 
members of the Llouse, will ask for 
a consideration of his bill at an early 
day. He has a deep conviction of the 
importance of early action, and says 
that the Government would prob- 
ably not be called upon to pay 
8 per cent., as there is now already 
waiting for the canal _ sufficient 
business to make it profitable. He 
says that the cost of the canal, ex- 
clusive of two harbors, may be roughly 
estimated at $52,000,000. The Ciay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty is no barrier. Fre- 
linghuysen and Blaine agree with 
him upon this point, he says, al- 
though reaching three opinions in dif- 
ferent ways. If the House should pass 
the bill the Eades bill would be moved 
as an amendment in the Senate; and 
Vest says that if the Eades bill should 
be defeated he will insist that the 3 
per cent. guarantee shall not be opera- 
tive until after the completion of the 
canal, 

A bill will be called up almost im. 
mediately on the assembling of Con- 
gress by Miller of California, who has 
had it made the special order for the 
first day of the session. He acts un- 
der instructions from the Legislature 
of his State. The projectors of this 
canal will do all they can to secure the 
passage of the measure, but they have 
not much hope that Congress will take 
any action on subsidy bills at the com- 
ing session. Admiral Ammen, the 
chief advocate of the canal, hopes to 
be able to persuade the President tu 
favor the project in his message. Gen- 
eral Grant still favors it, and may re- 
turn from Mexico by way of Nicara- 
gua. 


The Treaty with Corea. 
WasHINGTON, Nov. 24. 

Commodore Shufeldt states that 
although much apprehension exists in 
the public mind regarding negotia- 
tions of a treaty of this country with 
Corea, and much as he might desire 
to satisfy public curiosity on the sub- 
ject, he did not feel at liberty at 
present to say anything whatever 
upon the subject; that the treaty and 
all correspondence and reports of his 
action in the matter were in the hands 
of the Government. Until the treaty 
had been passed upon by the Senate 
it would be manifestly improper for 
him to discuss it. In response to ap 
inguiry at the State Department, it 
was learned that no foundation exists, 
so far as the Department is concerned, 
for the rumors which have been in cir- 
culation that Commodore Sbufeldt had 
failed in his negotiations and that his 
recall was in some sense due to that 
fact. On the contrary, the Depart- 
ment is well satisfied with the result 
of the negotiations. The question as 
to whether the treaty is not the best 
for this country that could have been 
negotiated is purely one for the Senate 
of the United States to decide. 


Gorham’s Chances, 
WasuHineton, Nov. 23. 
Senator Vest (Democrat) when in- 
terrogated on the subject of the Sen- 
ate reorganization, said that there was 


no probability of George Gorham’s 
becoming Secretary. There were sev- 
eral half-breed Senators, in his opin- 
ion, who would’ not vote for Gorham, 
but would rather see a Democrat 
chosen if it came to an issue, To the 
suggestion that Democrats might pos- 
sibly control enough votes to organ- 
ize, he replied that he was of the opin- 
ion that some trouble might he ex- 
perienced in regard to President pro- 
tem. He does not believe Senator 
Anthony can be elected.

Surplus Millions— The Forthcoming 

Treasury Report. 
7 New York, Nov. 24. 

The Sun's Washington specia) has 
the following on the forthcoming re- 
port of Folger: The Secretary will 
estimate the surplus at the end of the 
fiscal year of 1884 at $80,000,000. He 


relies upon important decreases in the 
river and harbor bill and in fact all 


tendency to Congressional extrava- 
gance and will intimate that this ex- 
travagance has been fostered by the 
knowledge that there would be a sur- 
plus of $145,000,000 exclusive of the 
sinking fund at the end of the laét 
fiscal year. The Secretary will urge 
a reduction of taxation on the ground 
that surplusses tend to extravagance. 
He will recommend that the debt 
ought not to be paid off more rapidly 
than it comes due. He will remiod 
Congress that this can be done simply 
by meeting the sinking fund. He will 
oppose the abolition of the internal 
revenue tax, but will go further than 
he did last year respecting a reduction 
of these taxes. He will still urge that 
spirits and tobacco be taxed, but will 
suggest that the amount may be safely 
reduced. He will also recommend 
that the pending tax bill be passed. 
He turther recommends a tariff redtc- 
tion, but will make no special recom- 
mendation on this subject except to 
call attention to the work of the Tariff 
Commission. He will confine himself 
to recomménding a careful and 
thorough revision of the tariff, though 
he will suggest a reduction of the 
sugar tax and that on iron and steel 
manufactures. . 

It is plain that the Secretary and 
President mean to do all in their power 
this Winter to bring Congress to its 
senses, and that John Sherman is to be 
the administration’s ally on the floor 
of the Senate. He will see the Secre - 
tary through and give him such advice 
as he may deem necessary. In other 
words, Sherman’s sway over the Treas- 
ury is restored. 


The Labor Congress. 
CLEVELAND, Nov. 23. 
The Labor Congress this forenoon 
adopted a resolution by Robert How- 
ard of Fall River, Massachusetts, rep- 


resenting the Mule-spinners’ Union, 
condemning the Pacific Mills of 
Lawrence and Harmony Mills of 
Cohoes for forcing on a_lock- 
out by a reduction of wages al- 
leged to be unnecessary and oppres- 
sive. The legislative cummission was 
instructed to urge the incorporation of 
a trades union; tenement-house cigar- 
making was denounced, and it was 
voted to meet in New York on the 
third Tuesday of next August. 


Storm en Luke Erie, 
Burrato, Nov. 24. 

Early this morning a very severe 
storm broke over the city, and for 
half an hour the gale was accompanied 
by thunder and lightning. The 
schooner J. W. Doane, from Erie, was 
furced ashore at the breakwater and 
bids fair to become a total wreck.

THE VALUE OF MICA. 
A Discovery that may prove of Great 
Profit to Somebody. 

A GazeTTE reporter bas been shown 
several sheets of mica taken from a 
deposit discovered north of Pyramid 
Lake, where it is said to be in abund- 
ance, in flat veins from two to four 
inches in thickness. The samples 
shown were quite pure and of sil- 
very whiteness, and almost as flexi- 
ble as’ paper. If the material 
is to be found in any great quan-- 
tity the discovery is a valuable qne. 


To the uninformed it may appear 
strange, but mica to-day is a staple 
article of commerce. The fact that 
mica used in stoves must be replaced 
almost annually creates a steady de- 
mand. Its application to shoes has 
recently-been patented, whereby soles, 
at trifling expense, are rendered per- 
fectly waterproof. And wherever 
the quantity of mica produced is 
sufficient to supply the demand and 
the market price is reduced, then new 
uses and applications of it will arise. 
As a lubricator, it stands pre-eminent, 
owing to its non-friction qualities. 
Severa] patents exist in which this 
mineral, in a ground state, combined 
with oil, is used to lubricate machinery. 
The market value of mica is greatand at 
the present time the demand is such 
that it cannot be supplied. A piece 
of mica four inches by four inches, 
five-eights of an inch thick, will 
weigh one pound, and has a market 
value of $4. A piece three by six in- 
ches one-half inch thick, will weigh 
one pound and has a market value 
of $460, and a like relative portion 
of value exists except in_ the 
smallest pieces, say one-half by two 
inches, which have a value of 50 
cents per pound, and all the refuse 
and trimmings of the mica are readily 
sold to parties who pulverize them tor 
use in the manufacture of nitro-gly - 
cerine and other dangerous explosives. 
It will thus be seen that in mica min- 
ing we have an industry worthy of de- 
velopment, and one which requires no 
expensive manipulation of the product 
after it is mined, 


On a Big Bear Hunt. 
Jack Fitzgerald and George Tod.- 
hunter started out yesterday for a 
grand bear hunt, for about three 
weeks—perhaps indefinitely, if a big 
bear gets hold of them, or they be- 
come frightened and start on a run for 
the north pole. They will radiate 


from Cedarville, to which place they 
will retreat in case they should en- 
counter fierce game. The first day or 
two after they arrive on the buoting 
grounds will be devoted to ascertain- 
ing where bears are most likely to be 
found. These places they will stu. 
diously avoid, for it is fun they are 
after and not the empty reputation of 
being chawed up and mangled into 
juiceless stiffs. Their outfit comprise: 
everything that is nccessary to a rea- 
sonable man’s happiness. The corner- 
stone of the subsistence department 
was a demijohn of whiskey. Then 
there was a box of delicious sardines, 
and then more whisky to “chock 
it off” so that it wouldn't fetch away 
and get smashed in the bottum of the 
wagon.

They have been at loggerheads for 
many years, and now that the Washoes 
have grown in numbers and become 
quite independent, having pohies and 
arms, they propose to see who is the 
“best Injun.” They are athletic fel- 
lows, as a general thing, and will give 
Piutes plenty of rough aod tumble 
when they get to open war with them.
